‘despatches, not yet completed, "has 
tplven the Feader some idea of the ex- 
eltements and commonplaces. of the 
Journey thus successfully accomplish 
ed. He could not perhaps show how 
much he was dependent on his own 
capacity for travelling light, for 
making himself understood in the 
Janguage of the country and for 
philosophical endurance of hardship. 
When the last of his despatches has 
been published it will be appropriate 
to discuss his arduous tour at greater 
ength. For the moment it is sufi 


cient to congratulate him on reaching 


his beloved Peiping safely and to ex- 
press the hope that the valiant ear 
Which proved so faithful a companion 
will ‘be made’ 10 understand the 
significance of the feat performed. 





NARCOTICS PERIL, 


It is to be hoped that the very im- 
portant revelations made before the 
Opium Advisory Commission of the 
League of Nations, with regard to the 
trade in nareoties which is being con- 
ducted in Manchuokuo and North 
China under Japanese auspices, will 
in the end bring about a change in 
the present alarming state of affairs. 
Mr. Stewart Fuller, the American re- 
presentative drew’ attention to. the 
fact that thousands of visite are’ paid 
daily to the 300 illegal drug shops in 
Harbin’ selling heroin, alleging that 
the visitors were Chinese and Jap- 
‘nese, ‘That is in the main probably 
true, ‘though inquiries in Harbin in 
‘vecent years indicated that the sale of 
‘drugs to Japanese was likely to brint 
severe trouble on the heads of the 
vendors, and that the chief customers 
{were Chinese and some Russians, the 
price of a “shot” of the drug being 
30 low that even children could find 
the money to pay for it. Russell 
Pasha declared to the Commission that 
}90" per cent. of the world’s white 
Juareoties are of Japanese origin, alleg- 
ing that every week $00 kilograms of 
heroin are shipped from Tientsin to 
foreign countries, of which 60 per 
Jcent. is bound for the United States. 
If as he suggests Japanese officers and 
soldiers are the principal sufferers 
from the drug habit the matter is 
Jone which should be of immediate 
leoncern to the Japanese government, 
for, if up to the present it has shown 
no’ very great concern over the. 
morality of this very ugly business 
Jeondueted by its nationals, the ruina- 
tion of its soldiers by the formation 
Jof this pernicious habit brings the 
jevil more nearly home. It is some- 
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what astonishing that the Japanese 
delegate, to the Commission should 
hhave said he was shocked by the re- 
ports he had heard, for it indicates.

affairs of the University, according, 
to the Report, present no occasion 
for panic, but taking the long view 
the Committee considers the finan- 
ial position unsatisfactory. They’ 
then proceed to consider how that| 
can be rectified and the result is 
not too pleasing. Looking back 
over the University’s history it now 
seems apparent that the source of| 
the trouble was that it was allowed 
to grow too rapidly and to take’ 
upon itself more than it really, 
should have been expected to do. 
‘That resulted from initial enthus- 
iasms and a very profound faith 
in the mission which the institution 
was to carry out in bringing Bri 
university ‘education to the very 
doors of China. That mission was| 
‘an enduring one; it exists now as 
it did from the commencement and 
there is no indication that it will 
‘ever come to an end. The question 
therefore arises as to whether the 
University shall continue on its 
present hand-to-mouth existence, 
or whether there shall be retrench- 
ments calculated to improve the 
financial position, and provide a 
happier future for the University. 

‘The Commitice considers that 
the University does not obtain, and 
in fact does not require professors; 
of such exceptional academic at- 
tainments as might claim emolu- 
ments on the scale paid for the 
Jeading professorial posts in the 
United Kingdom. Over that issue 
‘must be taken with it, It was the 
‘aim of the founders of the Univer- 
sity, and it has up to the present 
been secured, that the University 
should offer’ just as good an 
‘education as that to be obtained 
from any similar institution in the 
United Kingdom. If at any time 
it should fail to do that it will 
have betrayed the pledges given to| 
those who in the past have liberally. 
helped the University in the matter 
of endowments, and will have 
robbed the University of its raison 
@étre. Let there be no mistake 
about it: unless the Hongkong’ 
University provides an education’ 
equal to that obtainable in England 
the sooner it ceases to oxist the 
better. Such an education can, 
obviously, only be provided by mon 
of the same calibre as those who| 
direct studies in the British Univer- 
sities, and there is not the slightest 
doubi that the men teaching in the 
Hongkong University fulfll the 
Yequirements of the highest educa- 
tional standard. To substitute for 
them, either suddenly or gradually. 
professors of somewhat inferior 
attainments would immediately 
react upon the quality of the 
education given by the University, 
and would impair the high regard 
in which it is held and might 
‘eventually bring it into some degree 
of disrepute. For the University 
has either to be the institution 
contemplated by its founders, or| 
cease to be a university and descend, 
to something akin to a fairly high 
grade technical college. That would, 
mean that all the excellent work. 
which has been done for a quarter: 
of a century would be completely 
Jost, and the high ideals which 
inspired the founding of — the| 
institution would be completely’ 
betrayed, as would also be the 
cause of British education in the 
Far East, 

‘The Hongkong Government gives: 
very valuable assistance to the| 
University in the shape of an 
annual subsidy from public funds| 
‘umounting to $350,000, a by no 
Means ungencrous amount, especi~ 
ally in view of the charge which 
education in general makes upon 
the revenues of the Colony. Endow- 
ments bring in a further $440,000 
while fees represent an additional 
$200,000. Some 360 students are, 
from evidence obtainable in the 
report itself, taught at an average 
cost of about $120 a month each 
in return for which they pay a 
monthly average of $47, so. that 
some $73a month has to’ be found 
from the endowments and the 
‘subsidy. ‘The ratio between fees 
paid and the amount so expended. 
does not seem unreasonable, and, 
there is little to suggest that much, 
could be done in the matter of 
raising the fees; indeed were such 
a step taken it might militate 


























in time to bring about some redue- 
tion in the size of the professorial 
staff, and to effect other economies, 
but as has been pointed out such 
a step as the first is attended by| 
grave dangers, Such an outlook 
gives small comfort to those wha 
are concerned with the future of| 
the institution's finances, for it| 
‘would seem that for some time at 
east it will be obliged to carry 
fon along the same uncertain lines| 
which have been noticed in_the| 
past. That would be infinitely 
better than to take any step which 
would impair the position of the 
University in the British educa 
tional system. It is not the only’ 
institution of its kind that has had, 
in its eatly years, to get along. 
as best it could, awaiting the slow 
growth of the’ endowments until 
eventually they reach adequate 
proportions and if the colonial 
government is called upon to| 
inerease its grant, it may not like 
Going s0, but will have to remember 
that the hand having once been 
put to the plough as it was twenty- 
five years ago, now is not the time 
to take it away. British prestige 
requires that there shall be no 
diminution in the status and 
authority of the University. 











JAPAN'S NEW REGIME 


June 3, 
Prince Fumimaro Konoye seems 
to have a good opportunity of 
stabilizing the political situation in 
Japan. ‘The Army's prompt a 
ceptance of his unconditional ap- 
pointment of General Gen Sugiyama 
{o retention of the War Ministry is 
‘4 good omen, so too is the favour- 
able attitude ‘of the Minseito party 
toward his Cabinet. ‘The new Prime| 
Minister has indicated his intention 
to invite members of the political 
parties to join him in placing the 
Government on a national basis. 
He wisely will make no demand 
for severance of political ties. 
‘Therein he perceives the best chance 
of establishing a truly national 
administration in a time of con- 
siderable anxiety. Admiral Mitsu- 
masa Yonai, the impressively 
proportioned Minister of the Navy, 
will also remain in his post. Regret 
at the possibility of Mr. Naotake 
Sato's disappearance from the For- 
‘eign Office where he had made such 
good beginning will be modified 
by the fecling that if Mr, Koki 
Hirota returns there will be eon-' 
tinuity of the “new concept” policy 
toward China which first began to| 
take shape during Mr. Hirota's brief| 
tenure of the Premiership, It would| 
be unfortunate if Mr. ‘Toyotari 
‘Yuki could not resume’ charge of 
the Finance portfolio, At the 
moment there is doubt on the 
subject. Mr. Yuki commands con- 
siderabie confidence abroad as well 
as among business interests in 
Japan. If his retirement is inovit- 
able it will be earnestly hoped that 
Prince Konoye will be able to fll 
the vacant post with an equally 
well-equipped financier. Generally 
the change of Cabinet shows that| 
the country has been able to on- 
foree its disapproval of General 
Hayashi’s bland repudiation of the 
cbligation to take note of the 
electoral verdict for which he had 
expressly asked. Cynicism in 
politics has some limitations, it will 
be perceived. In the beginning of 
April General Hayashi definitely 
usserted that the Genoral Election 
had been designed to “determine the| 
will of the people”. When he dis- 
covered that the Election had shown| 
the “people's will” to be unfavour- 
able to his policy, he at once 
‘endeavoured to advance the theory 
that the Government could dis- 
regard such perversity of thought. 
He arranged for the Diet to be 
summoned sooner than at first in- 
tended with the apparent desire to 
bring his opponents to a sense of 
their deficiencies. ‘This deflance 
lost him the support of the Army: 
chiefs who, for various reasons, 
were not inclined to flout con- 
stitutionalism in the Hayashi mode. 
In actual fact General Hayashi 
was more dependent on the Army 
than even the circumstances of 
his appointment suggested. His 
policy in. certain respects could 
not be said to be consistent with 
the known opinions of Mr. Sato and 
Mr. Yuki, neither of whom made| 
any effort to conceal his belief| 
in working with political support. 
‘Their leanings toward liberalism, 
have been plain and it will: be much. 
regretted if they cannot, continue 
in office under Prince Konoye, for| 
their presence in his Cabinet would

be a strong recommendation for it. 
It was all along recognized that. 
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any reconstruction of the Govern 
ment" would have to be made, on 
“national” rather than party lines if 
stability were to be ensured. The 
Army has receded into the back- 
ground. That is, no doubt, partly 
due to the fear’ of being saddled 
with responsibility for the sharp 
increase in prices and its effects 
en. the cost of living to which 
increased taxation has added an 
adverse influence. The cares of the 
Finance Minister will be exception~ 
ally heavy. ‘Therefore it should not 
be too readily assumed that the 
Army's change of heart is altogether 
from conviction. ‘The unpopularity 
of the outgoing Government has 
developed toward the Army 
authorities a definitely critical note 
in public comment which previously 
‘was enthusiastically faithful to 
military policies, ‘The rise in ex- 
penditure on defence services had 
already created grave difficulties 
for successive Finance Ministers and 
the recently enhanced taxation, 
which has affected urban and rural 
classes alike, is therefore altributed 
directly to’ those policies. ‘The 
meteoric rise in the cost of material 
on which the Army and Navy make 
heavy demands has created acute 
apprehension, for clearly the only 
way to secure financial equilibrium 
will be to effect drastic “cuts” in 
military and naval expenditure, 
‘That is why it is desired that 
the new régime should be not 
merely a “National” Government 
but the product of a true coalition 
in the real sense of the term, It 
will be recalled that Prinee Konoye 
was called upon to forma Cabinet at 
the time when General Hayashi 
eventually stepped into the breach, 
In view of General Kazushige 
Ugaki’s unhappy experience, the 
Prince probably felt that at’ that 
time the dominance of the Army's 
views would make his position im~ 
possible, Henco he took the 
‘unusual’ step of begging to be ex- 
cused even though the request came 
from the Emperor himself. Now it 
will be observed that he has reap= 
Pointed General Sugiyama “uncon- 
ditionally” and the Army has 
hastened to approve. In the last 
six months the growing pressure of 
Eublic opinion has made itself felt, 
General Hayashi’s ,airy challenge 
has quickly resulted in defeat, 
mainly because the Army autho- 
rities, in this instance, appear to 
have'been shrewder judges of the 
political situation than he, so they. 
withdrew support of one’ who, at 
the time of his appointment, was 
supposed to be specially in’ their 
favour. Prince Konoye thus ac~ 
cepts the Prime Minister's office 
with far greater freedom of action 
than General Hayashi could com= 
mand, ‘The Army chiefs, at the 
outset, will be his colleagues and 
not his masters, If, as seems possi- 
ble, he rallies to his Government the 
political parties who have had such 
unmistakable proofs of the clecto- 
rate’s support, he may be able to 
give Japan the stability of admini- 
stration which she greatly requires 
if the dangers ahead are to be over 
come without impairing national 
solidarity. Much depends therefore 
fon the composition of the Cabinet. 
‘The change of régime seems to have 
been effected in an atmosphere 
which does eredit to the nation's 
vommonsense. ‘The question which 
remains is whether the military 
extremists will be content to accept 
a situation which may be regarded 
as a sol-back for their ambi 
‘Their reaction might, in certai 
circumstances, have an_unfavow 
able influence on Foreign policy. 
Prince Konoye's reputation as a 
statesman is, however, suMetently 
high to create confidenee in his 
for welding the most un= 
ing clements of opinion into 
a coherent national whole for the

It is not necessarily to be alarmist 
to state that it is impossible to 
regard the situation, which has now 
arisen in Europe as the result of the 
German reply to the bombing of the| 
Deutschland by the bombardment 
of Almeria, without the gravest 
anxiety. ‘The sympathy which was 
expressed in this column yesterday 
with Germany over the unwatrant 
able attack which had been made 
upon her by the Spanish govern- 
ment aeroplanes has in no way been 
diminished; sympathy with Ger- 
many in the matter will remain, but! 
it Is in danger of undergoing con-| 
siderable modification if a polley is, 
persisted in which tends to thwart! 
the great efforts which are being 
made to localize the significance of | 
the incident. Tt must be borne in 
mind that the German action, un- 
foreseen ag it generally was by, 
most observers, is all of a piece 
with the policy she has consistently 
adopted with roxard to the Spanish 
civil war, Berlin has recognized 
General Franco's government. From 
that it follows that the Spanish 
government is no longer in receint 
‘of German recognition, and that this| 
unprovoked bombing, no matter: 
how Valencia may seek to gloze it 
over. amounts. in German, and| 
for that matter Ttalian eyes to noth- 
ing more than a piratical act, for 
which Germany may rightly ‘seck’ 
immediate retribution. Tt has done 
so by wreaking quick vengeance | 
upon Almeria, claimed by the 
Spanish Government to be an un- 
defended town, but which upon the| 
evidence of the various news des 
patches, was equipped with shore| 
batteries which replied to the| 
bombardment, and was under the! 
control of a military commandant. 
So long as the matter can be re- 
garded as a somewhat justifiable, 
reprisal for the unprovoked attack| 
‘upon a German war vessel, there Is 
nrobably very little to be sald abou! 
it, for regrettable as it may be. 
the fact remains that a state of]

‘more serious aspect, when. as It Is 
reported. the German and Ttalian 
Governments decide to withdraw 
their vessels from the International 
Naval Control, and to recall thelr!

‘That Is unfortunate in two ways, 
for it means the withdrawal of the 
‘two countries from a very praise- 
worthy attempt to minimize the 
effects of the internal conflict in 
Spain, and demands guarantees 
‘which’ the Committee cannot possibly 
give. It was apparent from the: 
vvery first when the non-intervention 
blockade was set up, that those| 
navies taking part in it'ran no small 
risk, That risk is still being run 
by those nations who are still taking. 
part in enforcing the measures 
decided upon by the Non-Interven- 
tion Committee, and will continue 
to be run until those measures are 
either successful, or collapse because 
of the withdrawal of German and| 
Italian support. It is a portion of 
the price which certain nations not 
Immediately involved in the Spanish 
civil war are paying in order that 
it shall not spread throughout 
Europe, and though it may prove, 
‘even dearer than it has up to the| 
present, it is believed that the pre-| 
servation of European peace is 20] 
valuable that the price will have| 
to be very high before freedom 
from 2 general war becomes too 
expensive. That is the most Im- 
portant and hopeful aspect of the| 
Matter, and so long as Germany. 
Italy, ‘and indeed all the other| 
Powers concerned maintain that! 
view, the situation may at times 
become tense without precipitating 
a catastrophe which would in the 
‘end be regretted by all. 

‘The claim by a high official ot 
the Valencia government to the 
effect that Germany's action con-| 
stitutes an act of war, need not be! 
seriously regarded from the point 
of view of international law. Ger- 
many does not recognize the 
existence of a government at 
Valeneia, but of a rebel organiza- 
tion fighting against the only régimo| 
it recognizes, namely that of| 
General Franco, ‘The fact that most| 
other countries, with the notable 
exception of Italy continue to| 
Fecognize the Spanish government | 
only serves to complicate matters,| 
for one group of Powers, conceding 
sovereignty to Valencia, can en-| 
visage the existence of a state of war, 
such as in German eyes could not 
possibly obtain. In all the cireum- 
stances it seems Impossible —to| 
change the system whereby observa- 
tion is being maintained over the| 
coasts of Spain. To ask Germany| 
‘und Italy to patrol coasts to which 
General Franco has access, and the| 
Soviet ftect the margins which serve| 
the Spanish government, would 
ultimately give rise to suspicions| 
which might bring about an even| 
‘more dangerous situation than at 
present exists, for neither of the 
two political ‘systems thus repre-| 
sented has for 2 moment believed 
much in the good faith of the other. 
Nor does it seem reasonable, in the 
‘event of German and Italian with- 
‘drawal to expect that the remain- 
ing Powers should undertake the 
‘work of control, for all parties to| 
the Non-Intervention Agreemént | 
are, rightly or wrongly, — s0| 
suspicious of each other that’ non- 
Participants such as the two nations| 
named would never believe that 
‘control was being as impartially’ 
exercised as they would desire, if| 














indeed they do so wish. There 
Yeason to believe, therefore, that 





the action of the Spanish govern- 
ment in bombing the Deutschland 
was calculated to bring about the 
collapse of the cordon round Spain, 
and it remains for the European 
Powers to see that such a scheme 
chall not succeed, That it will 
require much forbearance in all the 
capitals of Europe is plain, but that 
that can still be exercised is not 
at the present moment in doubt, 
provided the German and Italian 
point of view is fully reallzed by all 
concerned. 





A TIMELY SPEECH 
June 5, 

A brief reference to Sir Neville 
Henderson's first public speech as 
British Ambassador to Germany 
‘was published in this journal on 
June 3 on the basis of a broadcast 
picked up in Shanghai. Thanks to 
the good offices of the Trans-Ocean 
News Agency a fuller and authentic 
report was at once secured and duly 
appeared yesterday in all Shanghai 
newspapers. Havas briefly referred 
to the reception of the speech by 
certain members of the Opposition 
in the House of Commons and sug- 
ested that questions might be asked 
of Mr. Anthony Eden on the 
subject. Mr. Eden's reply cannot be 
exactly forecasted. but it is reason- 
able to assume that Sir Neville 
would not have spoken as he did 
without the convietion that his 
words represented the views of His 
Majesty's Government. Indeed it 
is probable that he was making 9 
direct contribution to the efforts of 
Great Britain and France to avert 
untoward develooments from the 
tragic incidents of the bombing of 
the Deutschland and the subsequent 
stern reprisal. Germany's action in 
Dombarding Almeria was bound to 
arouse anxiety, even if the circum= 
stances which dictated it were ap- 
preciated. British opinion would 
naturally regret the necessity for 
such a measure especially as it in- 
volved. as also, the bombing of the 
Deutschland did, the slaughter of 
individuals who were not directly. 
resnonsible for the grim happenings 
in Spain, Yet, while disliking the 
reprisal, the bulk of British opinion 
wis sympathetic with the motives 
inspiring it and impressed by the 
promotitude of the German Govern- 
men''s announcement that it com- 
pletely and exclusively covered the 
situation which it was designed to 
mect. ‘Thereby the danger of 
further complications was at once 
composed. Appropriate was such a 
moment to convey to the German 
peonle some indication of British 
readiness to widen the scope of un- 
derstanding between the two coun- 
tries. Sir Neville Henderson 
aparently proceeded on those lines! 
and. indeed, took the occasion to] 
make a forward move toward a 
truer definition of Anglo-German 
relationships. 

‘M. Leon Plum has not been blind 
to the need for inviting German 
confidence. His conciliatory at- 
fitude hae’ been a great encourase- 
ment to British statesmen who. re- 
coenizine the special resnonsibilitier 
resting on Great Britain in partner- 
shiv with France for preserving. 
with the Scandinavian, Netherland: 
‘and Releian peaples. the freedom of 
demorratie institutions, 
foundly convinced of th 
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‘of securing Germany's co-operation 
for the maintenance of peace in 
Europe, - The lessons of the last 
two years with thelr hideous revival 
of the spectre of armaments, in- 
tensified to fever pitch, cannot be 
Jost on thoughtful observers. It is 
far more important to accept the 
state of things as it is and to seck 
to remedy it than to attempt to ap~ 
portion blame or assail policies, In 
the last resort a nation’s voluntary 
submission to the process of ericas~ 
ing itself in the heavy and soul~ 
destroying panoply of war represents 
a despairing apprehension for its 
existence. Whether it also implies 
a grim purpose of wanton aggres- 
sion is, of course, a question which 
is bound to demand an answer, but 
‘care should be seen that the ques~ 
tion is not lightly posed, that credit 
is given for some glimmerings of 
that humanity in which civilization 
should find a common bond, British 
rearmament has to’submit to these 
tests no less than others. It is per- 
haps not unfair to say that it has 
in fact brought the real issue to the 
fore. It has shown the world that, 
after having striven, according 10 
her lights, to find peace-security in 
collective’ disarmament without 
‘success, Great Britain is forced 10 
the conclusion that her safety de- 
pends on her own power of resisting. 
aggression. This state of affalr 
unless supreme wisdom can mi 
timely reassertion of its influence, 
must lead inevitably to a conflagra- 
tion too horrible to contemplate, 
Spain in microcosm gives the 
relevant picture. 

Great Britain and France, despite 
the activity within their respective 
nations of flercely contending points 
‘of view, have strenously opposed 
the alignment of policies on the 
basis of a war of ideas. With Soviet 
Russia on the one hand, to Germany 
‘on the other, they desire to maintain 
friendship and the freedom to co- 
operate in all measures for restoring 
international security. Nevertheless 
the currents of controversy which 
have naturally sprung from cor- 
tain policies, born of national 
malaise, have developed dangerous 
loyalties, Tt is highly desirable, 
however, that comparison of these 
ocalized evils should be made with 
the conditions which would afflct 
the whole world were a breakdown 
in international comity to be pre- 
cipitated. For example, much as 
Great Britain may abhor the present 
Aisabilities imposed on Jews in Ger= 
many, delay on that account in 
developing a united front against 
European anarchy could not _pos- 
sibly be justified by any friend of 
humanity. Tt is sufficient to re- 
‘member that the process of learning 
by mistakes is not the monopoly 
‘of any nation. Moreover It Is, as 
Sir Neville Henderson has pointed 
out, essential that British opinion 
should more discerningly appraise, 
not so much the dictatorial trap- 
pings of the Nazi régime, as the 
‘actual significanee of the social 
revolution which it has effected in 
‘coping with problems of unemploy= 
ment, public health, and economic 
‘welfare. On the German side an 
effort should be made to understand 
more clearly the intense desire of 
the British people—as of the French 
people—to be rid of the haunting 
menace of war. German good faith, 
in aiming at’ fulfilment of that 
desire would be weleomed unreser= 
vedly. ‘There is also the belief that 
British sympathies with many 
aspects of German thought sive 
special authority to an Anglo-Ger 
man understanding as a means for 
rebuilding the now shattored struc~ 
ture of Locarno. Slresemann, 
Briand and Auston Chamberlain 
who clasped hands across the table 
in Downing St. on that historic 
‘oceasion are no longer living. ‘Their 
faith as good Europeans still lives 
in the minds of their respective 
countrymen. Is it not possible to 
Tot it have ‘free scope in innoring, 
non-essentials and founding a 
stronger Locarno on the basis of 
broad principles of friendship 
chastened by the menacing ex- 
periences of recent months?

“THE NEW EARTH”

were recommended. ‘The theatre ai 
thorities were informed that they 
had the option of appealing to the 
Shanghai Film Censorship Board 
which operates. for the International 
Sottlement and the French Conees- 
sion, but they intimated that they 
‘would take the opinion of the Japan~ 
ese Consular Poliee, As a result, two 
fof the four cuts were made but no 
‘appeal was preferred to the Censor 
ship Board” and consequently no 
certiNeate was granted. Nevertheless 
it is reported that the lm was duly 
shown. ‘The incident ig: trivial, but 
the prinelple involved is important. 
‘Tho ‘practice of the Police of the 
International Settlement and the 
French Concession is to pay careful 
‘attention to the susceptibilities of 
the various nationalities in Shangh 
subject o the revisionary powers 
the Board, ond_certifeates are issued 
accordingly. Generally the theatre 
‘managements cooperate cordially with 
fa sense of the necessity for preserv- 
ing International concord inthis 
matter, |The display of lms for which 
fo eeriifeate has been issued renders 
the theatre liable to prosecution, but 
in this instance the theatre in ques 
lon appears to have Ignored the au- 
thority. of the Settlement with the 
connivance of the Japanese Consular 
Police, As has been noted the ine 
feldent’ Is relatively unimportant but 
It seems unfortunate that action of 
this kind should be taken to imperil 
fan International understanding which, 
ig of considerable value to all com=

Score of Chinese Attack the Premises, Trample Flag: 
Employees Threatened by Outsiders 


Tientsin, June 2, 

In a surprise attack "upon the 
Selnoen, a farm under joint Sino~ 
Japanese management at Tungiu near | 
here, a Chinese mob at 1 o'clock this: 
morning set fite to four buildings, an 
emergency call for assistance ‘re- 
celved by the Japanese Consulate- 
General here early this morning said. 

‘A Japanese flag, hoisted on a farm 
building, was torn off and trampled 
upon by the Chinese assailants, ac- 
cording to. the report, Japanese 
Consular police and gendarmes left 
for the scene of the alleged attack 
at @ celock this morning to investl- 








ulldings, used as living quarters, 
were set’ on fire and were burning 
still at 8 o'clock this morning, frag 
‘mentary reports received in ‘Tientsin| 
said, 

‘One Japanese form hand was said 
to have been accldentially injured 
while attempting to save furniture 
from the blazing structures, Forty 
tins of kerosene, stored in the ware- 
house, added to the conflagration. 

‘Twenty to thirty Chinese took part 
in the reported attack, which follow- 
ed on the heels of a Japanese Con- 
‘sular protest to the ‘Tientsin hsien 
‘authorities against the threatening 
tactics employed against the Chinese 
employees of the farm. 


Consular Investigation 

Japanese Consular officials yestes 
day visited the farm to take deposl- 
tlons of Chinvse employees and agrl- 
cultural experts working there, who 
‘were alleged to have been tod by 
Chinese that they would be killed if 
they continued to work for Japanese.

ASSASSINATION TRIAL ENDS 


Judgment Given in Case Against Group Alleged to 
Have Slain Former Hupeh Governor 


Hankow, June 6. 

A verdict of guilty and a sentence 
of ten years’ imprisonment, as well 
as deprivation of his civil rights for 
five years, were passed on Mr. Lit 
Lucyin, former ‘chairman of the 
Central Publicity Council, on a charge 
‘of having been implicated in the 
Dssassination of General Yang Yung- 
fai, former chairman of the Hupeh 
provincial government, and plots on 
the. lives of other Government 
officials. 

‘Among the other accused in the 
‘trial of Mr, Liu, who was arrested in 
Shanghai late in February, two were 
sentenced to death and one to life 
imprisonment. The two who will 
pay the supreme penalty are Cheng 
Hsi-chao and Kung Po-chow. Ts10 
Ping-jung was given the life 
sentence. 

Tn addition to the sentences im- 
posed'on the accused, they are also 
Fequlred to pay $20,000 compensation 
to the family of General Yang Yung- 
ta, 

Instigation to Murder Denled 

Judge Liu Hsien-chi, of the 
‘Criminal Division, presided in the 
Wuchang District ‘Court, Besides 
Liu Lu-yin, the other accused present 
were Cheng Hsi-chao, Kung Po-chou, 
Tsao Ping-yung, Yang Chi-hsin, Li 
Chun-chien, Nich Ching-chuan, ‘and 
Wen Mao-kuon, Liu wore an old 
flannel suit and appearéd to be sick.

US. Delegate States Facts to Geneva Body: Amazing

Geneva, June 1. 

‘One of the strongest indictments of 
Japanese opium policy in northern 
China ever heard by the Oplum 
Advisory Commission was made to- 
day by Mr, Stewart Fuller, the 
United States delegate. 

Alter complimenting the Chinese 
Government on. its” sincere and 
successful efforts to stamp out the 
‘opium habit, and after pointing out| 
that the opium erop in Honan and 
Szechuen had been reduced by Atty 
per cont, Mr. Fuller sald that in the 
three Nofth-Eastern Provinces, namely 
Manchuria, there had been a seven 
teon per cont. increase in the area 
under cultivation and an increase of 
28 per cent, in the revenue realized 
{rom the culture of oplum poppy. 

Contrary to the terms of the Drug, 
Convention, Mr. Fuller proceeded, an 
ever-inereasing quantity of Iranian 
‘opium appeared to have been im 
ported into Manchuria for use in the 
manufacture of morphine and heroin. 
‘The quantity was now at least forty’ 
‘or fifty tons a year, suMficient to manu- 
facture four or five times the world’s 
annual needs of heroin for medical 
‘and selentife purposes. 

‘The provinee of Hopel, the Ameri- 
can delegate declared, had become 
the seat of the world’s most extensive 
manufacture of illicit heroin. Condl- 
tions in Pelping, Tientsin and Eastern, 
‘opel were appalling beyond deserip= 
tion. 

“Tt remains to be seen," Mr. Fuller 
concluded, “whether those responsible 
for the ash heaps in Harbin, Mukden, 
‘Tongshan and Peiping will do any: 
thing about it before they are over- 
taken by retribution, which all their 
iMlegotten gains cannot avert.”

‘area are mostly farmers and lat 
owners, For many hundreds of 
years they have lived narrow and 
‘exclusive lives and seldom felt con- 
cern for the ills and hardships of 
‘others, Sweating barrowmen had to 
find their own way for crossing open 
irrigation water runs and ditches, 
while carters with heavily-laden 
arts had to find some way of their 
‘own to repair broken culverts, deeply 
eut and water washed roads.” Public 
Spirited help was greatly "lacking. 
Recently, however, this attitude of the 
farmers toward their surroundings 
hhas undergone a rapid change. The 
New Life Movement, the changed 
conduct of soldiers and ofMcials can 
fecount for some of it, The farmers 
have been organized and asked to co- 
operate in the repairing of roads, 
grading highways, hauling materials 
for. fortifications” and planting of 
trees; not only local but national in- 
terest has been avoused. 

At present a large scheme of forti- 
fed villages is being launched. Old 
fortified villages are being repaired 
‘and many villages never walled 
before are being selected as fortifed 
centres. It requires a tremendous 
amount of labour and material and 
will in some cases be many months 
before completion. ‘There will even- 
tually be from three to five walled 
villages in each district (chu) and 
from 40 to 50 in each hsien. Actually 
millions of days of labour will be 
required to complete these walled 
viglages and the co-operation of tens 
of thousands of village farmers dally 
‘working in a common cause,

‘There has been a 
marked decrease in the price of flour 
due to the timely showers that have 
fallen at intervals over the last two 
weeks. 

Despite these “coolers” the hot 
weather has come to stay though it 
yet remains to be seen if any records 
fre to be broken this year. ‘The near 
‘approach of the harvest throughout 
‘this area has been signalized by the 
arrival of the Kansu “meh keh" 

‘These men pour down from the 
neighbouring province carrying 
bundle of firewood, gleaned in. the 
‘mountains, on thelr back; a thick 
chan or felt’ mat for sleeping and 
large slice of black wheat bread 
Which, together with a stiek in thelr 
hands’ and a hope of suitable om- 
ployment in their breasts spurs them 
fon to the Wheat areas. ‘They travel 
In Targe batches and are’ easily 
recognized from the local people 
around. 

‘Threshing Floors Prepared 

‘The farmers are busy in the coun- 
try areas preparing thelr threshing 
floors among the wheat flelds. ‘These 
square patches of fleld are weeded 
‘and rolled level as a billiard tabl 
they ‘are Kept clean and clear ready 
for use in the harvest. Farm imple- 
ments are in evidence everywhere 
while at the daily market held just 
inside the city gate, men are busy 
selecting their “assistants for the 
heavy work from the miscellaneous 
collection of beasts. 

‘The oxen hold pride of place as 
the ‘best, workers, ‘the horse or 
donkey for travel; the mule for the 
pack; but tilling the ground, drawing, 
the cart and other farm labour he 
is prime favourite and much in de- 
‘mand just now. Along the river flats 
the coolies are busy transplanting the 
rieo plants while on the higher 
ground the oplum is in full flower. 
Some ofthe more advanced plants 
are now ready to cut—by common

WENCHOW SEARCHED 
FOR COMMUNISTS 


Opium and Arms as Well 
Sought 
Prost Ovn Own Comesrosset 


Wenchow, Che, May 28. 
‘The entire City was submitted to 
‘a close search on Saturday after in- 
formation had been received by the 
Provincial Government that “Wen- 
chow possesses more than her fait 
share of Communists. "That. there 
‘are Communists in the area Is 
recognized. The area, moreover, has 
never yet been plagued with’ the 
Communist “armies that " terrified 
central China; bandits rove in small 
‘bands, some of whom may call them- 
selves Communist without under- 
standing what that political doctrine 
fs; but there is no Communism on a 
large scale 

‘The search on Saturday was prob- 
ably organized to discover opium and 
arms ag well es Communists. The 
‘populace ‘was first warned not to 
Venture out between certain hours 
while the police inspectors made 
their rounds, afterwards  initalling 
houses that had been passed. Actually 
not every house was searched, since 
itthad first been ascertained from the 
head men of streets and city sections 
Which houses were susplclous and 
which “safe. "Unfortunately the 
population were warned in ample 
time to hide any illegal possessions, 
‘or to move out of the city. 


‘Motor Road Opened 


‘A news item of importance is the 
opening of the motor road to the 
City of Julian, which had previously 
been connected to Wenchow by 
‘canal. The boat journey took three 
hours, and the motor bus will take 
just over an hour. Wenchow is now 
linked by road to all the larger towns 
in this part of the provinee.

Vaccine, Dick and Schick 
‘Tests Employed 
Frost Oun Own Comtsronoer 


‘Wutingfu, Sung, May 30. 
Vaccination was’ never’ developed 
nationally as a means of stamping 
‘out smallpox. In recent years, how= 
ever, the Government, through the 
National. Health Administration, is 
making some effort to control it’ and 
thas even asked Christian institutions 
to help, and, where necessary, give 
free service. The National Epidemic 
Prevention Bureau provides the 
Yaccine at half the advertised cost on 
a non-return basis: they might with 
rdvantage give it free to recognized 
vaccinators. In this “Hwelmin  Dis- 
{iet, each school must have all its 
children vaccinated, anda large 
number have already done so, 
Following’ the Dick tests reported 
last winter’ on several hundred Gov- 
ernment school students for suscep- 
ibility to scarlet fever, requests are 
Row being met for Schick tests (for 
ability to contract diphtheria) and 
‘these have been performed on over 
200" youngsters, many” of lower 
Primary school grade, which means 
that they are tiny tots 
By order of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, an examination of doctors was 
held ‘last month at the Headquarters 
of the Moral Progress Society (Chin 
Ten “Huel),. Of 130 who sat, none 
assed in Western medicine, but 24 
passed in Chinese medicine, seven- 
teen more, who have not. yet 
practised five years, being allowed to

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FAMINE CONDITIONS IN SZECHUEN 


People Desperate, Eating Grass and Bark: No Accurate 
Records Kept of Number of Sufferers

Chungking, May 25, 

In splte of their desperate ‘condi~ 
tion, the famine sufferers in. Szeehuen 
show no. sims of any complaint 
‘against the" Government, reported 
‘Mr, ‘Tsao Chung-ehi, Nanking’s ‘Sze~ 
cchuen Deputy, who has just returned 
from an inspection tour of 29 coun- 
ties in the northern part of the pro- 
vineo, Mr. Teao is to supervise the 
Aistribation of the rellef funds in 
‘Seechuen. 

‘All the districts he Inspected, with 
the ‘exception of ‘Langchung and 
Chienko, kept no accurate records of 
the number of sufferers, extent of the 
areas affected, or of the actual 
reserve of rlee and other food, To 
take the example afforded by one 
county, which has a population of 
about ‘only 720,000; it reported to 
Chengtu” that its ‘famine refugees 
were over 810,000. False reports of 
this nature, said Mr. Tsao, made his 
task ‘an simost Impossible one 10 
catty out properly and fairly. 

Bight of the 20 counties are very 
seriously affected. He could find no 
Arinking water and the only food 
‘was coarse wheatflour cakes. ‘The 
‘main roads were deserted, young girls 
were more oF loss half-ncked, and 0 
large ‘number of children were’ de- 
serted by thelr parents, He himself 
saw hordes of hungry people eating 
Darl, the roots of grasses and even 
white elay.

‘The Ministry of Education has 
decided upon six measures for the 
relief of those students of the North- 
eastern University who are still, in 
Peiping, ‘These measures, transmitted 
to them through the Bureau of Social 
‘Alfairs of the Pelping Munlelpal 
Government, are— 

L—Regular students of the North~ 
eastern University should proceed to 
the different colleges of the Univer- 
sity in Sian (Shensi» or Kaifeng 
‘Honan) to continue their studies. 

2—Those students now in Pelping 
who are completing their studies this 
Summer need not leave Pelping. A 
special examination for the graduat- 
ing class will be" hold under the 
supervision of the Pelping Bureau of 
Social Affalrs, 

3—Those students who have been 
expelled from the University for 
‘unruly conduct, should they repent 
thelr past mistakes, will be reinstated 
in the University by the Ministry of 
Education on the recommendation of 
the University, 
‘Students of the Preparatory 
‘Class need not leave Pelping. An 
examination for thelr graduation will 
be given’ under the ‘supervision of 
the Bureau of Social Affairs, 

5—Those students now in Pelping 
who wish"to study in other univers 
sities in Peiping willbe given 
certifeates of transfer by the Univers 
sity at Kaifeng, which will continue 
to inspect their records and give them 
allowances.

“We wish to submit a request for

"As a result of the long drought in 
western China, famine conditions, 
which exist in the provinces of 
Kansu, Szechuen, Honan and Shensi, 
have gone from Had to worse. Millions 
of refugees are facing great distress, 
With no rainfall since last autumn, 
most of the farming lands have 
yielded no harvest, and no seeds have 
been sown this year. ‘There is. great 
shorlage of food, " particularly, in 
Inaceessible areas, ‘Even the bark of 
trees and roots of grass are no longer 











obtainable, ‘The people ave forced 
to salisty, thelr hunger by eating 
while clay. 


“Following the principle laid down 
by the Declaration of Geneva that 
the child must be the frst to receive 
relief in time of distress, the National 
Child Welfare Association of China 
hhas ‘taken upon itself the respon- 
sibility of establishing four rotiet 
‘camps for famine orphans in the most 
affected areas, Each relief camp is 
to take care of 500 youngsters. More 
camps will be established it funds 
are available, 

"To. raise "necessary funds, the 
Association has decided to launch a 
Special nation-wide financial cam- 
ign, with the motto, "Children 
Reliove the Children in Need,” ‘That 
the children in Chinese schools be 
encouraged to give frec-will gifts in 
ald of relief work by a letter from

Remarkable Tact 


In his dealings with the Chinese 
people he displayed remarkable tact, 
sympathy and understanding. He 
was unfailingly successful in gaining 
their confidence, respect and sincere 
ftlendship.

While his training was primarily 
‘in seamanship because of his father’s 
calling, his. natural bent from his 
earliest boyhood was toward the life 
fof a soldier.

Now the rebels were renewing thelr 
activities, ‘They had taker’ Chang 
Jchow and Soochow and were within 
thirty ‘miles of Shanghal. The cam- 
palgm had been condueied by. the 
rebels with barbaric ferocity. The 
Imperial Government appeared power 
Jess to protect the city and panie was 
Imminent. 

‘At this juncture Ward conceived 
the idea of recruiting and organizing 
Ja force of foreigners to protect 
[Shanghai from the rebels and to 
fore them back to a distance which 
jwould give greater socurity to the 
city. He sold his idea to the authori 
ties’ of the Imperial Government in 
[Shanghai and secured offcial and 
fnaneial backing. 

Army of Roustabouts 

Shanghai had an adequate supply 
lof foreign volunteers for anything 
[which ave promise of adventure and 
Jzain. and Ward soon organized a force 
Jof about 200 roustabouts and beach- 
jeombers with a generous sprinkli 
Jof these who had seen military sor- 
vice at one time or another. This 
town of -Sungklang was the rebel 
pase. presenting the greatest menace 
to Shanghai and, therefore, the ob- 
Jective of Ward's first operation. He 
committed the error of permiiting 
pressure for Immediate action from 
his Chinese superiors to persuade him 

tion. |The poorly or- 
Jsanized, poorly disciplined foree, un- 
supported by artillery for use against 
the city walls, proved inadequate for 
the ‘task and’ the attack falled with 
heavy losses, 

‘Ward was’ not easily discouraged. 
‘With “fixed determination he 
erganized his foree, recruiting. prin- 
cipally Filipines. He trained them 
more carefully, equipped them better 
Jand with the co-operation of a force 
fof Chinese Imperial troops "again 
assaulted Sungkiang and captured it 
Jon July 16, 1860. The boldness of the 
Jattack by’ Ward's force of a little 
‘over 200 men and the desperate fight 
ing against overwhelming odds speaks 
volumes for the personal valour and 
magnetic leadership of thie remark- 
able man. 

‘This success, the first real victory 
for the Imperial arms in. Kiangsu, 
Jzained him the respect, “confidence 
Jand support of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. ‘He beeame a popular hero and 
was commissioned to high military 
rank in the Imperial Armies. 

Ward's original plan was to reduce 
recessively the rebel bases within 
{he 30-mile zone about Shanghai and 
thus to threaten ‘their Tine of com- 

ications which must compel them 






































to fall back on Soochow and Nanking. 
Sungkiang was but his frst objective. 
His success there accomplished, he 
fortified that town for use as his own 
base and prepared for further con- 
quest, He replaced his losses and 
refitted his force, recruiting among 
the same clement in Shanghal on 
which he had previously drawn, 








Operations Costly Failures 
A number of mew operations were 
undertaken which proved to be costly 
failures, During an unsuccessful ac 
tion against ‘Tsingpu, Ward was 
wounded five times and during the 
second unsuecessful action against the 
same place, although present, he was 
tunable personally to ‘command, 

It became evident that the Taipings 
were now thoroughly roused and thelr 
resistance materially stiffened. ‘No 
matter how valiant the small force 
‘of Filipinos and Europeans might| 
Prove as shoek troops, supported by 
the Imperial Army, a” stronger foree| 
was required for the task in hand. 

Ward's wounds “gave him much! 
trouble and he found he could not 
get proper surgical treatment at 
Shanghai, Leaving his force in com- 
‘mand of ‘his lieutenants, he went to 
Franee. In Paris he found the needed. 
surgleai attention. - Several sluns of| 
Jead were removed from his body 








and his face, which had been badly 


mutilated, was Wealed by experts in 
plastic surgery. 
Indomilable Chinese Soldier 

During the voyage and his stay in 
Paris he had ample time to thinke out 
calmly and logically the situation. in 
China, Tt was then that he conceived 
the plan to organize and train an army 
of Chinese soldiers for his future 
operations, The fighting qualities 
demonstrated by the Taipings had 
convinced him that only proper or= 
ganization, training, armament, and 
leadership were required to make of 
the Chinese soldier a fighter equal 
to any in the world, 

In the spring of "61 he set about 
te convert his former backers to n 
plan, So popular was he with the: 
Chinese and so thoroughly had he 
won their confidence by scrupulously 
keeping falih with them at all times 
that he succeeded with ease, ‘Thus 
was born the “Ever Victorious Army. 
Those of military training will ap- 
preciate the problem which confront- 
Jed -Ward ‘In’ this undertaking. ‘The 
army had to be trained from the 
ground up. Sungkiang became the 
first military sehool In China, The 
nucleus of the old army becsme the 
{instructor force. ‘Those who were not 
useful as instructors were discharged.

vices of Mr, E. P. Witham, a technical 
expert, who will arrive’ in China 
shortly, 

Dr, Kinn-wel Shaw, general mana- 
ger of the Corporation, stated 
that in future his Corporation 
will work in co-operation with for- 
ign exporters in China for the ex- 
pansion of the (oa export trade. Re: 
Earding the domestic tea market, Dr.

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SHANGHAI SWELTERS 
IN HEAT 


June 7 the Hottest Day of 
the Year - 


Shanghai was already sweltering in 
%4 degrees of heat at 9 am. on 
June 7, and the day proved to be 
the hotiest so far this year, the tem~ 
erature touching 97 degrees around 
hoon. ‘The humidity at 4 am. was 
98 per cent, dropping to 80 per cent. 
by Dam. "Topees, straw hats and 
sunshades were more in evidence in 
deference to the broiling sun, while 
Shanghal seems gradually to be 
‘changing over to summer wear, al~ 
though there are stil a few brave 
ones to be seen sticking to their 
Winter clothing, anxious to get the 
full beneft from their lighter apparel 
when the really hot. weather comes 
along. 'The Shanghai Municipal Police 
changed to summer uniforms on the 
previous day. 

"The heat of June 7 followed a slight 
lapse in the hot weather, the top 
temperature on June § of 01.4 degrees 
having subsided to a maximum of 
855 on June 6, 

‘Chinese weather prophets say that 
this’ summer will ‘be’ exceptionally 
cool, The hot weather, they predict, 
will start at the beginning of July, 
and nish at the end of August. This 
happy forecast was somewhat belied 
by the heat of June 7, bul it remains 
to be geen whether the sticky days 
‘whieh le ahead are to be confined 
to 40 short a period as two months. 

‘There were no eases of heatstroke 
dealt with by the Fire Brigade am~ 
bbulanee service, although several 
people were overcome by the stifing 
‘weather.

IN GOOD BOTTLES 


Japanese Sought for Fraud 
Against Local Public 


International Settlement and Japan- 
ese Consular Police are looking 
for one elsuo Suzuki, aged 3 
@ Japanese, who is alleged to have 
Sold a considerable quantity of 
spurious Scotch whiskey. to dealet 
in the Seltlement and the French 
Concession. ‘Two proprietary brands 
are Involved and the Police have con 
fiseated upwards of a dozen bottles 
bearing apparently genuine labels but 
surmounted by false patent capsules, 
‘The detectives now are looking for 
the machine used to put the tops on 
the bottles,

Several solzures of spurious whiskey 
in recent months have occasioned 
warnings to the public to exerels 
the utmost care in buying spirits, The 
Vocal. agents for the distillers con 
cerned are co-operating with the 
authorities to protect the public 
‘against fraud, In some instances tea 
and other non-aleoholie beverages 
have been found in the bottles.

Dilemma of Officers of ss. 
Plays Three 


‘Two of the greatest events in 
British history of the past decade, 
‘the abdication of King Edward VIII 
‘and the Coronation of HM. King 
George VI, do not exist as far as 

itish officers of the mv. 
‘Javanese Prince are officially aware, 
for as far as they are concerned, the 
two days on which these momentous 
events happoned do not exist. When 
the ship arrived in port early on 
June 1, the officers dold the “North- 
China Herald” that they were still 
haock-seriously wondering whether 
tie events had happened at all, 

‘The International Date Line is to 
blame, "All trans-Pacifie voyasne, 
whether from east to west, or west 
to east, entail the crossing of the 
180th Meridian. ‘The astronomers- 
royal, or whoever are responsible for 
limes and dates all over the world, 
decreed that when crossing the 
‘meridian one way a ship would lose 
‘day, and in the other direction she 
‘would have an extra day. And the 
result is a certain amount of con- 
fusion a 














"The perplexities which arose on 
board the Javanese Prince as a result 
of her crossing of the date line aro 
probably unique in the annals of 
modern shipping as regards this time 
artifice. By a strange coincidence, 
this modern British freighter lost two 
days at a time when the rest of the 
world, and. Britons in particular, 
wore extremely conscious of events. 
King Edward abdicated on Decem- 
ber 10, 1936, during a voyage of the 
Javanese Prince from. San Pedro, 
Californio, to Manila, in the Philip 
pine Islands. It so happened that 
on this actual day the freighter 
crossed the International Date Line, 
tnd, in conformity with the usual 
practice, the day did not appear on 
the ship's calendar.

fone of the offlcers said to the “North- 
China Herald” in a grave tone which 
rather belied his sincerity. He point-

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LABOUR TROUBLE IN 
JAPANESE MILL 


Iron Works’ Drivers Dragged 
Off by Workers 


Climaxing four days of unrest, 
punctuated” by brief outbreaks | of 
Violence against the plant, about 300 
disgruntled workers of the Chung 
‘Shan Iron Works, a Japanese drm 
with premises’ ‘at 2501 Brenan 
Road. on June 1 “kidnapped” two 
Chinese "drivers of the concern's 
trucks. ‘The two men, the “Shanghai 
Nippo" said, were “spirited away.’ 

‘The trouble, the “Nippo continued, 
arose on May'28 when Japanese and 
Chinese workers had a disagreement, 
Fitty Chinese employees subsequently 
‘went on strike and gathered about the 
Bates to the works to jeer the Japan- 
ese as they came out. The latter, 
protected by Chinese constables, were 
able to reach their homes in safety. 

‘The unrest increased on May 20, 
the "Nippo” went on, with othes 
workers and loafers from the outside 
milling’ about the closely-guarded 
plant. 

Because of the situation, the firm 
Gecided to close the plant for a week 
fon May 30, declaring that it would 
carry out a semi-annual Inventory. 

This only made matters worse, ac- 
cording to the Japanese paper, for 
Aisgruntied workers. gathered in the 
vicinity of the plant. Some took 
possession of the firm's lighters on 














Soochow creck, other stoned the 
plant's windows. 
While heavy police cordons 


prevented an dutbreak of violence, 
the disaffected workers managed to 
seize the drivers of two trucks on 
‘June 1 as the latler were bringing In 
raw materials, 

Employed in the plant are nineteen 
Japanese, 25 Manchurians and about 
300 Chinese, 


Japanese Accuse Police 
Better protection for Japanese lives 
Jand property in Shanghai wi be 
forked shortly by the Japanese Consul- 
(General, Mr. Suemasa Okamoto of Mr. 
0. K. Yui, Acting Mayor of the Mtuni- 
feipality of Shanghai, according 10

‘About fifteen Japanese office em- 
ployees and three workmen were in 
the office of the plant when the mob 
broke through the front gates of the 
factory. The Japanese quickly bar- 
leaded themselves in. the building. 
None of them was hurt. 

Serious damage was done to three 
{trucks in the compound of the plant. 
[Their headlights were smashed, the 
spark plugs were wrenehed out, and 
distributor heads were broken, ' The 
total damages were put by the man- 
Jaement of the plant at $4,000, of 
which a half was estimated’ as’ the 
Jeost of repairing ‘the trucks, 

‘The trucks were boing loaded just 
vefore the beginning of the riot.

‘Alt was tense for three-and-a-half 
minutes ‘on June 6 as the life of a 
young man hung in the balance, ‘But 
the dangerous moments passed with 
‘out mishap and to-day Mr. Fred 
Snite, relatively safe within his 
dependable “iron lung” is speeding 
across the sea towards San Francisco,

Coolidge. 

Flawlessly, every detail of the 
hazardous ‘trip from the General 
Hospital to the steamer was carried 
‘out with much of Shaughai's popu 
lation ooking on in wonder.

‘The general purpose for which the 
Christian Literature Society was 
founded 50 years ago in Shanghai was 
for the “preparation and diffusion of 
Mlerature, ‘based on Christian prin 
ciples, chiefly in ‘the Chinese lang- 
‘uage.” “As far back as 1877, when a 
eneral conference of Protestant mis~ 
Sionarles in China met in Shanghai, 
a resolution was passed to constitute 
“standing committee on'literature.” 
‘This committee was entrusted with 
the task” of ascertaining what had 
already been done, getting informa 
tion about what was boing prepared, 
securing Uhe preparation of a series of 
Suitable text books for mission 
schools, keeping missionaries informed 
bout "the. work, and forwarding 
copies of now books to various mis 
sion stations, ‘The conference also 
‘appointed a committee known as the 
"School and text book series com- 
mittee” to prepare books for use in 
mission schools. 


New Society Formed 

Meanwhile, in 1804, the secretary 
of the committee, Dr, Alexander 
‘Williamson, organized in Glasgow the 
Book and "Tract Society of China 
which was to act as a supporting bod) 
{o the school and text book commit~ 
tee in China, Tn 1887, Dr, Williamson 
organized in Shanghai a new society, 
enown ag the Soclety for the Diffusion 
of Christian and General Knowledge 
‘omong the Chinese, to which the 
Glasgow soclety eventually transter~ 
red its support, 

In 1001, Dr, ‘Timothy Richard was 
detailed by the Baptist Missionary 
Society to give all his time to the 
Christian Literature Society, as it had 
now become. He at once adopted a 
positive plan of campaign for general 
enlightenment among, the Chinese, 
expecially among the “terati”, One. 
fof his ambitions was to attach’a for~ 
‘gn missionary adviser to the yamen 
‘of each. provineial government in 
China. Tis Immediate objective was 
to open up the minds of the ruling 
classes of China by me 
fand tracts, 

Dr, Richard saw that, as long as 
the minds of the leadors of China 
‘were closed to Western learn| 

















ing all kinds of articles, pamphlets 
and books eatculated to interest the 
filial class, and for many years the 
Society regarded the publication of 
‘books on general subjects as an im= 
portant part of its programme. 

With the appointment of Dr. Mac- 
Gillivray as general secretary in 1920, 
the society settled down to work in 
the more restricted field of religious 
Werature, Tt was during this period 
that many works on biblical studies, 
theology, church history, ete, were 
made available,

ASSAULTED GIRL IS

Due to altered conditions in Man~ 
churla, ‘many Russian lawyers have 
in recent Years transferred their 
practice from Harbin to. Shanghai. 
Bofore this, they had over ten years’ 
practiee in’ Chinese courts, and thus 
postess wide experience, together 
With a first-hand knowledge of 
Chinese taws and the customs and 
peculiarities of court procedure. Of 
Special interest -are thelr views on 
Chinese courts in Shanghai compared 
with corresponding courts in Man~ 
churia. ‘They are fully satisled with 
the rapidity. of. law-pFoceedings—the 
majority of verdicts are here reached 
After one or two sittings—but they 
find it’ new to them that ia Shanghai 
there 1s an almost complete absence 
of preliminary investigation, and that 
the part played by the Procurator 
ig-an extremely small one. It is very 
characteristie of Chinese courts in 
‘Shanghai that often esses which from 
the point of view of Russian jurists 
clearly bear a civil character—as, for 
Instance, private monetary dealings 
“in 'Shanghal have sometimes frst 
to poss through alist of eriminal 
‘offences, being brought into court on 
charges of breach of confdence of 
feven fraudulence.. Also characteris- 
tie of Shanghat is the fact that both 
non-payment of cheques and the 
giving out of cheques without sum~ 
lent” money to cover them, a 
similarly counted ag criminal offen- 
cos, 

















It is sometimes the case that in 
Chinese “courts there is no. 
perienced interpreter and the lawyer 
hhas to employ one of his own; this, 
fof course, makes the handling’ of 3 
ease stilt "more expensive. Court 
arias in Shanghai. slightly exceed 
those’ in Harbin. But the most 
Interesting pecullarity of Shanghai 
Law 1s the number of local Chinese 
courts: The Shanghai District Court 
In Nantao subordinated to the 
High Court at Soochow the 
First District Court in the Settle 
ment, andthe Second District 
Court ‘in the French Conces- 
sion, both of which are subordinated 
to the 2nd and Sed Divisions of the 
High Court of Kiangsu. “While all 
these courts are part of the Govern 
mont judicial system yet cases in 
them ‘aro judged separately. ‘The 
work of lawyers in Shanghal is made 
Still more dimcult by the absence 
fof addresses. A debtor sometimes 
manages. to live ‘in. Shanghai for 
years, adroitly changing hig places 
‘of residence and concealing his add~ 
ress; and thus wholly escapes. the 
necessity of paying his debts. If a 
debtor who hag lost a ease in. the 
French ‘Concession moves into the 
Settlement, he has to be located once 
more and’ if after that he manages 
to slip. Into Chinese. territory it 
becomes stil more diMeult to And 
him there

KWANGSI CURRENCY 
REFORM PLAN 


Four Stages Envisaged with 
Kuangtung as Example 


Plans for the readjustment of the 
currency situation in Kwangs! prov- 
Ince have becn drawn up by. the 
Ministry of Finance, according to a 
special dispatch to’ the “Ta Kung 
Pao." Based on the suggestions of 
{the “Kwangsl Provinelal Government, 
these consist of four stages, 

"The frst provides for a §20,000,000 
bond issue by the Kwangsi Provin~ 
cial Government, general principles 
for which have’ been already. aid 
down, After the necessary sinking 
funds have been secured, the provin« 
jclal “authorities will draft detailed 
regulations of the bonds which they 
‘will refer to the Central Government 
for final approval, 

‘The second is to x the ratio be- 
tween provincial small money and the 
standard currency. ‘The method used 
in adjusting Kuangtung currency last 
year will be followed closely. 

In the third stage, the Provincial 
Department of Finance will be re- 
quired to make a report to the 
Ministry of Finance on the exact 
amount of the existing provinelal 
small money and the reserves in the 
rovinelal treasury.

General Advance in Commodity Prices Continues 


Unabated: Increase 


in Building Activity

For the month of April, wholesale 
and cost of living indices continued 
to show advances as compared with 
the figures for the precious month, 
‘owing largely to the further sharp 
advance in the price of stcel and iron 
End the general increase of various 
commodity prices, including those of 
concrete cement, cigareties, cotton 
yarn, cotton cioth, lumber, hides, 
Deans, ete. The wholesale price index 
for the month was 123.9, showing an 
‘advance of 0.7 per cont. as comared 
with the gure of 1230 for March, 
‘and an advance of 155 per cent. 0s 
compared with the gure’ of 107.3 for 
the same month last year, and Fegis- 
tering @ new high for the last five 
years, whieh was only five per cent. 
below the highest mark, reached in

It will be reealled that the general 
udvance jn. commodity prices. began 
November, 1936, and has continued in 
‘Shanghat ‘unabated over ‘since, until 
now the wholesale price index is fully 
19 por cent, in advance of that for 
October last year. ‘This tendency is 
‘by no means confined to Shanghai 
only: for example, the price index for 
North China cities was 111.52. for 
October last year, but reached 194.12 
for’ April. this. year, an advance of 
fully 20 per cent, 

With the exception of provisions 
‘and fuels, which showed drops, and 
of chemicals, which remained station 
‘bry most of the commodities register~ 
ed advances in price, particularly 
metals and building materials. ‘The 
drop In the Index number for provi 
slons was caused by the weakening 
of rice quotations; while the drop in 
{fuel price was caused by the smaller 
demand for coat, with the advent of

T do not know why your  corres~ 
pondent chose the ages of 5 and 9. 
‘The Cathedral School admits  boys| 
not Jess than seven years of age,” 
and very few boys goto any. school 
before they are 6. Nor do I know 
why, apparently, he stops at | 15. 
Boys who complete. thelr education 

‘Shanghai are more likely to leave 
some age between 16% and 1 
‘Those going to English schools may 
leave at 9, but rather more often at 
18, to go to a Publie School. 

‘My. own estimate, admittedly very 
approximate, ig thai there are’ about 
480° British’ ‘boys of school age in 
Shanghai, excluding those classined 
as Asiaties or Eurasians, Making 
allowance for your correspondent’s 
fonesfitth (of those not now at the 
Cathedral School) who might not 
be accepted there, and for those not

“Under Privileged” Boys 


To the Editor of the 
“Nosri-Cinxa Daty News” 

‘Sm—A number of correspondents 
have’ pointedly referred to the 
desirability of doing something for 
British boys in Shanghai who do not 
happen to be pupils at the Cathedral 
‘School. 

Now it is altogether out of the 
question on grounds of expense and 
‘expediency to provide more than one 
playing field, but T wish to indicate 
@ very real and practical way in 
‘which non-Cathedral-School-boys can 
be “directly helped and benefitted 
Jat a comparatively small expense, and 
valuable funds be conserved to every 
‘one’s advantage. 

T happen to be living at the For- 
glen YMCA. opposite the Race 
Course where, tere is, fourshing 
Jand growing "Boys Department” con- 
‘sisting of ‘some 130\ Inds at this 
moment, but likely to increase to 
‘about 200 boys during the coming 
Jsummer months, 

‘The average age of the boys is from 
32 to 14, and although the present 
‘majority ‘of them attend the ‘Tifeng 
Road School, lots of boys from the 
‘other schools are numbered amongst 
them, There is a strong contingent 
}from the American’ School who are 
fespecially good swimmers, 

‘There is a very able young fellow in 
jcharge of this “Boys Dept” who is 
|Gulde, Philosopher and Friend to all 
these jolly urchins and who influences 
their ‘activities throughout the year, 
jand he tells me that some 25 per 
Jeent, of the membership of his bunch 
lconsists of British boys, 78 per cent. 
being of other nationalities 

‘The boys pay $12 a year, and many 
lof them are so keen to be members 
‘that they pay thelr $1 per month out 
fof thelr own pocket ‘money. They 
have a common room where there are 
indoor games and a plano, and they 
have the use of the beautiful swime 
ming bath at certain set times, towels 
‘being supplied to them. In fact, s0 
far as I am able, to judge, this ‘work 
[which the YMCA. is doing’ for 
[Shanghai boys in’ thelr’ playtime. is 
Jone of the most commendable things 
Possible, Tt brings boys into touch 
with other boys and gives them a 
centre to which to look and 10 go. 

Now, os Mr. Marry Larmue and 
other correspondents have suggested, 
there seems to be a strong under: 
current of feeling in the British com- 
munity that British. boys 
and what are called “under-pri 
vileged” British boys. in partieul 
Jshould be considered to a Teasonsble 
Jextent, and herewith my notion of 
‘method by which this may be done! 
tts, fesime, for ho purpose ot 

monstration, that the large subserl- 
[bers to the Coronation Memorial Fund 
‘were agreeable to give thelr consent 
fo, quite minor propertion of their 
most 
Jdevoted to non-Cathedral boys, whilst 
the major portién ‘went to. the 
|Cathedral School whieh, afler all, has 
}2 record of 31 years of useful work 
to its credit and serves a definite 
funetion in our community, 

‘Let us assume the Fund stands at 
$100,000 for the moment. 

T suggest that 20 per cent. of this 
Jamgunt—$20,000—be " earmariced for 
the “under-privileged” British. boys, 
‘and that 80 per eent—$20,000—be 
earmarked for the Cathedral boys. 

If, for the sake of demonstration, 
this’ be granted, then what is done 
with the Cathedral boys whack of 
the swag ($80,000) does not enter 
Ino the ‘question, but remains the 
Private business of the governors of 
the Schoo! and their supporters. 

But the remainder of the swag— 
'$20.000—for the other British boys, 
(that is, non-Cathedrat lads), can be 
































na |made {0 do wonderful things for the 


very class of nds whose home 
Hfcumstanees do not permit them to 
jecome members of the “Y" Boys 
Department. 

If this minor portion of the Fund, 
say $20,000, was carefully invested in 
debentures’ of one or two of the 


Companies here, such as Shanghai 
Waterworks and the Tramway Com- 
any for instance, at 6 per cent. there 
‘would be an annual income of $1200 
from such a Coronation ‘Trust Fund 
for British Boys. 

‘This amount of $1,200 per annum 
Would be a godsend to not less than 
320 British boys from 11 years to 16, 
say, if an arrangement was come {0 
‘with the authorities of ‘the Foreign 
YMCA. by which this sum could 
be paid to them annually, in retura 
for which thelr “Boys Department”

‘As for the boys who would be 
eligible for this direct benefit, this 
‘can easily be fixed. There is_ the 
Public School, ‘the Titeng Road 
School, ond. the Jewish School in 
‘Seymour Road, the respective masters 
‘of which could nominate a percentage 
of thelr under-privileged British 
pupils in accordance with the total 
of British boys attending thelr school. 

‘Thus there would be absolute fair- 
ress for each school, and there would 
bbe absolute fairness to the boys them- 
selves, in so far as, their masters 
would be aware of’ their family 
circumstances and could take good 
care to see to it that the really 
handicapped and needy lads were 
granted this boon of membership of 
the YMCA. Boys Club. 

‘At these schools, of course, there 
are British boys whose parents are in 
position to pay the dues of their 
fade themselves and who would wish 
fo continue to do so, but there are 
also @ number of British boys whose 
Parents or guardians simply cannot 
afford to do so. 

Tt Is these latter who would be 
directly’ benefited. 

‘Then again, in order to stimulate 
the good conduet of the 188s at school, 
the master's printed letter of approval 
of a boy might be given each term, 
40 that really naughty boys could be 
punished by losing their membership 
if they didn’t behave themselves. (I 
have ‘noticed that when grown-ups 
are naughty boys sometimes, some- 
thing of the sort happens to them 
too!) 

Tt seems to me that by some method 
not only would the really under~ 
privileged and deserving cases be 
taken care of, but at each of these 
excellent schools the ‘British boys 
would vie with one another to obtain 
the coveted nominations term by 
term. 

‘The present membership of British 
boys in the "¥" Boys Dept. is some 
35 oF 80, so the addition of 120 more 
‘of the Union Jack bunch would form 
8 considerable group of our urchins, 
‘and as I see this matter, such a plan 
would firstly benefit British boys of 
all races and religions in all the local 
‘Schools; it would eliminate any sore 
feelings in regard to the Cathedral 
ads, which Js an important thing to 
do, for it would benef 120 non- 
Cathedral boys as compared with 110 
Cathedral “boys whose governors 
ropose bricks and mortar for them, 
£0 no Jealousy or hard feelings would 

‘The under-privileged British boys 
would have a Club membership and 
the use of a wonderful swimming 
bath and be generally in clover, with 
their "$20,000" of the swag working 
year afler year to make a succession 
of our lads happy and well found. 

T have noticed that Jewish firms 
and individuals have contributed 
most generously to this fund, and 
think It would be pleasant for’ them 
to feel that the percentage quota of 
British lads from the Jewish school 
could become members of the “Y" 
Boys Club and get their swimming 
and fun in the Boys common room 
In" conclusion, 1 think everyone 
should remember that an absolutely 
fair deal is due to the Cathedral 
‘School also. ‘This school has a cer- 
fain policy and a certain diserimina- 
tion, ‘and the fact remains that the 
people who founded the school and 
the gentleman who endowed it so 
‘munificently are perfeelly entitled to 
say, who shall be eligibie, and who 

not. 

In my humble view it is far better 
to leave the Cathedral School authori 
lies to manage their affairs as seems 
best to them, without raising the 
question of eligibility in connection 
with this Coronation Memorial Fund 
at all, so long as all other British 
boys, "and especially the under- 
privileged ones, receive this very 
practical boon, for I can assure you, 
that the boys’ are most enthusiastic 
‘members of thelr “Y" Club and have 
‘reat doings in their own haunt. 

If this notion of ‘mine could be 
considered—the details can easily be 
worked out—lt would give 120 
British boys a substantial prize to 
work for every term, because general 
good conduct can’ be made the 
standard instead of proficiency at 
earning, and that is something within 
the power of every boy to attain. 

It the subscribers to your Fund 
sanetioned it, 120° British under- 
privileged lads could immediately 
become members of the “Y" these 
coming summer months, and there 
would” atleast "be 120. budding 
Patriots and British tadpoles. think- 
ing that Coronations are great stuff 
this very July and August! ‘The sum 

1,200 might be given in order to 
bbring the scheme into instant opera- 
tion before the masters leave town 
for: thelr holidays.

Mr, N. Chamberlain Offers 
Alternative Measure 


London, June 1, 

‘The withdrawal of the proposed 
National Defence Contribution—the 
graduated tax on growth of profits— 
Which was. the outstanding’ feature 
of his Budget statement as Chan- 
collor of the Exchequer, was an- 
nounced by the Prime Minister, Mr.

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INFLATION IN UNITED STATES 


Administration's Attempts to Stop It: Foreign © 
Situation Tends to Increase Effects 
Frost Oum Own Consroxoert 


Washington, May 5. 

President Roosevelt's obvious fear 
of a “dangerous boom” and of a “run 
‘away inflation” hag been described 
a8 locking the stable door not after 
the horse has gone, but before the 
horse has come. 

Since early April the efforts of the 
President and Administration spokes 
‘mon have been concentrated on alk 
Ing-down” the boom, or ms some 
people express it attempti 
{he brake on recovery. 
Ihave been looked upon with a certain 
amount of bewilderment, Almost be- 
fore the general public had grasped 
the fact that recovery from the de- 
pression could be sald to be com- 
plete the dangers of another economic 
erash are being discussed, 

‘As former President Hoover used 
to say “prosperity is just round the 
corner,” $0 does President Roosevelt 
say “crisis is just round the comer.” 
‘Yet there are stil! large numbers of 
unemployed, three times as many as 
there wece ‘in 1929, Could recovery 
be sald to have arrived until. they 
Jhad been absorbed; when » minimum 
‘of $1,500,000,000 had just been asked 
for relief? ‘Prices had been rising, 
both commodities and stocks but 
production Was increasing. 

‘Dangerous inflation was usually hela 
to be a rise in prices when produc- 
tion remained the same or diminished. 
‘The present position of the United 
States could hot be compared with 
3029; it was more like 1927. 

‘Potential Political Effect 

It Js that very fact which is alarm= 
ing the Administration. Tf business 
were allowed {0 boom ahead then 
there might be another depression in. 
1040, the Democrats would be. dis~ 
credited and ‘a Republican president 
elected (or a Constitutional-Democrat- 
Republican president), ‘The New 
Deal would be entirely discredited. 
It would be pointed out that it had 
increased the National debt by $15,- 
(000,000,000 “and had accomplished 
nothing. It had been even worse than 
the ‘Republicans for it had. passed 
through several years of ‘prosperity 
without appreciably reducing that 
dobt, The fear of another 1920 is 0 
vivid that at the frst sign of any 
tendencies similar to those which 
brought ‘about the 1940 crash the 
Administration feel that they must 
do something about it immediately. 

‘Tho opening gun in this war against 
possible inflation was directed at high 
‘prices in the heavy industries, ‘The 
President declared at a Press con~ 
ference that prices were too high and 
that Government relief agencies would 
curtail their purchases of steel, cement 
copper and. similar’ primary com- 
modities and use the relief money 
‘on minor projects jn which most of 
the outlay went "to. labour and 
secondary goods industries. ‘This was 
followed up by the Department of 
Justice which began proceedings 
‘Against the aluminium industry for 
violating the anti-trust laws, 

‘A little while Inter the Prosident 
@eclared that he was in favour of 
more stringent antictrust, legislation 
‘and believed in a restoration of com= 
Petition as a method of keeping down 
Prices. With perfect consistence he 
asked’ Congress to abandon a bill 
Aesigned fo provent “cut-throat 
competition” once the chief economic 
enemy. ‘The bill would have enabled 
‘manufacturers engaged in commeree to 
fix the prico at which they felt thelr 
product should be retailed and would 
have imposed penalties on stores 
selling the goods for less. 

Warning Against Speculation 

‘The President also sent a letter to 
the ‘Civil Service Commission warn- 
‘ng. the 800,000 Government employees 
against speculation in the stock or 
commodity markets, "At first ft was 
believed that the President had heard 
of some misuse being made of official 
information but when the matter was 
ralsed at a Press conference the Pre= 
ident stated that he merely Issued 
‘the warning because of his dislike of 
speculation and that speculation was 
just as harmful when conducted by 
the general public. 

‘He had no wish he sald for a re- 
petition of 1929. “Speewlation "is 
already checked by heavy margin re~ 
‘Quirements, “If anybody buys stock 
he has to put up $55 for every $45 
credit allowed by ‘his broker.” The 
President hinted that it might be 
necessary to inerease this ratio and 
make stock purchasers put up the 
whole amount, 

‘The increase in reserve require- 
ments which have reduced the eredit 
base should also be included among 
the efforts made check inflationary 
tendencies. 

‘The Government's effort at economy 
belongs to a class by itself. Tt is 
proving far easier to advocate ex- 
penditures than to” check them. 
Mayors and Governors who are 
strengthened politically when Federal 
funds enviches thelr districts bring 
pressure to bear whenever a cut in 
relief expenditures is suggested. But 




















somehow the budget has to be 
Dalanced before the Democrats again 
ask the country to elect one of their 
arly as President, Increased taxes 
‘will annoy everybody specially when 
the need for them appears to be less 
Hout cuts in relief expenditures annoy 
the powerful “pressure groups” who 
benefit from them. ‘The very mild 
success, moreover, of the British De- 
fenee Loan gave the Administration a 
shock, “It reminded them that in- 
definite borrowing at low interest is 
not possible, 

Tn this matter of economy Congress. 
has proved more energetic than the 
President, Mr. Roosevelt only issued 
‘2 warning that any new expenditures 
‘must be balanced by new taxes, He 
Would be satisfied if expenditures 
were Kept within budget estimates. 
But a majority in both Houses of 
Congress now appears anxious to| 
make definite reductions in estimates. 
[When the shearing operations are. 
complete the saving may only be 
‘about $300,000.000, “Tt "is not the 
amount that matters, however, but 
the fact that Congress no longer talks 
fof Budget balancing and, economy 
‘with Is tongue in its cheek, but has 
seriously taken the matter ‘in hand. 


Influx of Foreign Funds 

‘There is one factor in the present| 
Jeconomie situation which the United 
States eannot control, and that is the 
Jeonstant influx of forelgn funds. ‘The| 
[whole country is learning: that how- 
‘ever much the United States can talk| 
jabout isolation it cannot escape from 
‘the Impact of not only economic but 
also political conditions in the rest 
of the world, 

‘One reason for the influx of foreign 
funds Is undoubtedly economic, 
‘American stocks are considered to ue 
better bargains than home stocks from 
the investment point of view, But| 
another reason for the influx is un- 

joubtedly political, European investors 
{eel that thelr money is safer in the| 
United States than elsewhere. One 
government authority declared that 
‘the ups and downs of the European 
peace’ barometer were of vital  im- 
Hportanee to anybody who wished to 
follow the market, He used the word 
barometer rather than thermometer | 
[because he felt that pressure rather 
{than heat was the controlling influence 
in Europe at present. 

"Whenever the situation in Europe| 
appears to be improving the flow of| 
funds into the United States becomes| 
ess, ‘The series of peace talks and| 
Prophecies which ocurred in late 
‘March and April for example cut off | 
the supply of foreign funds, checked 
‘the ‘pressure, and the stock market! 
Jdectined. ‘There were naturally other 
factors but the diminution of “hot 
money” from abroad undoubtedly 
was a large contributory factor. 


International Moves 

‘The President was said at that time 
to be considering the possibility of 
‘an international conference, Germany | 
‘and Italy became less agressive in| 
‘Spain, Premier Van Zeeland. of| 
Belghim was asked to make a study 
‘of how world trade barriers might 
be lowered, Horr Hitler told Mr. 
[Lansbury he was ready to co-operate 
finan international gathering. ‘The 
climax came when Britain announced 
that her rearmament programme 
would be financed by taxation, ‘That 
proved it was not a bluff, 

Te the dictator countries went to war| 
thelr chances of winning any 
advantage would be less and the pos- 
sibilities of gains through the con-| 
ference methed began to look more| 
aitractive. The day after the an 
ouncement was made the American 
‘market began a substantial decline. 

‘The easiest, or rather the most! 
akect, method of controlling this flow 
‘of foreign money into the United 
States would be to take part in an 
International conference “and help 
‘Europe find peace and harmony. ‘This| 
possibility will be one of the reasons| 
Which will bring the United States| 
ultimately to the international con- 
ference table. But before that time| 
arrives there are two possible methods| 
of discouraging “hot money.” One 
would be to lay heavy taxes on any 
foreign investments at the source and 
the other would be to check the flow 
‘of gold into the United States (the 
form in which much of it arrives) 
by offering fewer dollars for it, ‘The 
gold Inflow is doubly embarrassing to| 
the Administration because In order 
to prevent it adding to the credit 
ase they borrow money to buy it and 
place ina “sterilization” fund. And 
though the addition to the budget (the 
Interest rate) is no great strain, bor- 
rowing at low Interest is becoming 
inereasingly dimeutt,

Labour unrest has continued to. 
hold the attention of the Canadian 
public, and has been the only real 
impediment to business progress Jn 
recent weeks. For two weeks several 
thousand employees of the General 
Motors Corporation of Canada at 
‘Oshawa were out on a general strike, 

‘A striking feature of the Oshawa 
strike was that It was conducted 
throughout with perfect control on 
the part of the men. ‘The local chiet

no untoward incidents, and no arrests 
during the fortnight of strike. By 
request of the labour union offiolals 
the liquor stores were closed during 
the strike.

All branches of the forest products

Lumber mills will be very busy this 
summer handling the large cut of 
Jogs that was taken out of the woods 
during the winter, In New Bruns- 
wick it Is believed that the 1937 
lumber output will be. three times 
that of 1036, while in other eastern

W. H, Donald, Mr. Donald is the 
last man to claim for himself the 
epithet of mysterious, but he has 
been so long in China'that, as often 
happens, the circumstances of his 
coming ‘here have been forgotten. 
Even in his own country. this 
ignorance exists, and as opportunity 
has arisen to throw light on the 
subject, it is here taken. 

In 1902 the “China Mail" required. 
4 sub-editor, and, indicative of the 
troubles of those’ bad old days, its 
specifications are of interest.” It 
wanted aman who knew journ- 
alism, was a verbatim shorthand 
writer, had a full knowledge of the 
printing trade, and was a strict 
tectotaller. Apparently the China 
Coast could not produce such a 
erealure, but a “Kobe Chronicle” 
correspondent, named Petrie Watson, 
hearing of the “Mail's” predicament, 
‘and passing through Australia on 
his way home, considered that he 
had discovered the specimen re- 
quired. “He promptly wired Thomas 
Reld, who with George Murray Bain 
‘owned the "China Mail", and W. H.

General Fuller is a writer on 
military subjects who has the great 
merit of stimulating thought. A. 
soldier himself, he does not hesitale 
to give the military man something 
to think about, and a good deal of 
what he says is always worth serious 
consideration. Having. to press a. 
point of view which miy, probably. 
in many respects condlet with ofeiai 
policies, he frequently overstates his 
case and perhaps that is done deli- 
berately in order to attract attention 
which might otherwise not be forth- 
coming. It is consequently easy to 
elect weaknesses in’ certain of his 
‘arguments, but the general offect of 
his study "is impressive, ‘This book 
vepresents his views on the nature of 
the next war if, unfortunately, such 
@ catastrophe should occur, and on the 
reparations to be made to engage in 
ih development of speed and 
mechanization are characteristic 
features of 20th-century civilization, 
ag shown in the motor car, radio, and 
wireless telephone, and their supreme 
example, the aeropiane, which General 
Fuller ealls the master-weapon of war. 
‘The Influence of these two factors on 
war is profound. Speed means air 
attacks, possibly before war is de- 
clared,” Mechanization means general 
Industrial mobilization, Both together 
mean the whole nation at war. General 
Fuller contends, therefore, that the 
nation must be organized in peace on a 
war basis, From this he proceeds to 
Invite vigorous eriticism by ndvocs 
Jing the reorganization of the British 
Empire on. totalitarian and semi- 
fascist Lines, 
Unity of Defence 

It Is perfectly true that in a great 
war the mobilization of the nation 
must necessarily create a form of 
fascism, authoritarianism, or whatever 
Iabel the reader wishes’ to give It— 
press censorship, rationing, and the 
thousand and one Interferences with 
the Mberty of the subject necessarily 
create that form of national polity. 
Goneral Fuller does ot seem, how: 
ever, to recognize the practical dim 
culties in the way of pulling such 
8 system into force in peace time, 
nd the suggestions which are ma 
to support his proposed reorganiza- 
Vion appear to be insuMiciently worked 
out and blandly Indifferent to the 
diffeulties inthe way. Tt is unfo 
tunate that he should have thus 
embarked on a purely political dis- 
quisition, Because it tends to make’ 
the reader doubtful of the strength 
of his arguments elsewhere, “Such 
doubt should be kept under control. 
it not dismissed altogether, for when 
General Fuller comes io discuss 
reorstanization within the present 
political system, he says much that 
4s well worth saying, and he says it 
admirably. His main point is. that 
Great Britain should have a Ministry 
of Defence not only for administrative 
purposes but also for general unity 
of all strategic planning. Arguments: 
against such a scheme have so far 
prevailed, but they are mainly 
political, ‘and in the last year, by 
the creation of the co-ordinating 
Ministry of Defence, the Government 
have gone a long way to admit the 
inevitability of the unified Ministry 
Jn the event of war, ‘The question, of 
course, is, whether the nation should 
‘walt fors the emergency before adopt 
Ing s0 obvious an Instrument for ef- 
clently co-ordinating its defences, 
‘A Long-Service Army 

In discussing the Ministry of De- 
fonee, General Fuller deals frst with 
the material for defence, ond then 
the defence building to ‘be erected 
from ‘that material. Under ""mate- 
vials” he considers supply, ‘man- 
power, discipline and weapons, and, 
as might be expected, has ‘many 
thought-provoking points to bring out. 
He advocates a Ministry of Munitions, | 
a great boon from the Service point 
of viow, the objections to the crea 
tion of ‘which are entirely polities. 
He is in favour of voluntary reeruit- 
ment for the fighting services, which 
he would make more attractive by 
higher pay and greater concession: 
He would also provide for a lons- 
service army, on the grounds that’ 
Yeerults would be easier to obtain if, 
the army was a “life” job, with the 
option of retiring after three years or| 
more, and that the necessity of 
eserves Is now not so apparent, with 
‘war now running a swifter course and, 
less dependent on numbers of men. 
‘There is much to be sald for this vie\ 
it euls across the Cardwell system of 
each battalion at home being the man- 
power supplier of the linked battalion 
abroad, and would thus make a re- 
organization of the system of 
risoning abroad necessary. But it is 
true, as he points out, that the 
strength of the army at home has no.

The Paramount Air 

With these “materials” at his dis- 
posal, he then proceeds to erect his 
“defence” building. It is of the 
Jessence of his design that the water- 
tight compartments of navy, army and 
air forces should be abolished, and 
‘that it should be built largely round 
the aeroplane. Thus under “Sea- 
Power”, he considers the basic unit 
of the fleet should be, not the batt 
ship, but the alreraft carrier, while 
the defence of narrow waters’ should 
be allotied mainly to the air with 
anti-submarine eraft in assistance. 
Similarly, under “Land-Power", he 
visualizes an army as required mainly 
fas a moving fortress, {.. a collection 
of tanks, to protect the suppliers and 
the landing-grounds of the aeroplane. 
In both these Instances his argument 
seems to be a little far-fetched and 
if war occurred in the immediate 
future the aeroplane might be in- 
capable of producing all the results 
expected by him, At the same time 
he is right to direct attention into 
the more distant future, and it Is 
quite possible that, with ‘the gradual 
development of alr strategy and 
laetles and Increased capabilities of 
alreratt, his conclusions may prove 
to be correct. 

‘The chapter on air-power is parti- 

ularly: good in its tight emphasis on 
the paramount necessity of educating 
‘elvilian life to the action required 
under a hostile alr raid. Tt will be 
agreed that it is essential that dummy 
‘air raids and black-outs are tried out 
In peace. 
IU is not possible to deat with ati 
the points General Fuller raises in 
the course of his book, Some of his 
‘arguments are sound, others, for in- 
‘lance when he disposes in seven lines 
of the Frontier of India problem, 
Seem quite unrelated to present facts.
